1 have always faid, and fay it ftill, that 
ona good Underftanding between Bri 
and Holland, depends the Safety-of the Pro- 
teftant Intereft in Zurope, and of Britain 
aifo ; they are muteally the Proteétion of 
it, and of one another, and Separating 
them, will be Deftru@ive to it, aad to them 
both ; The Queen therefore, very happl- 
ly exprefe’d herfelf to. thi pirpofe, in 


her laft Speech to the two Hou‘es, fpeak- 


ing of the Dutch, Whofe Imtereft I count 
Infeparable from our oven ; Indeed their In- 
‘tereft and ours, are on many Accounts In- 
feparrble.; and no Man can defirea Breach 
between us, but he defires to opena Gap in 
the Proteftant Intereft, at which Popery 
may break iv, and devour us all = It would 
be needlefs to enter into a Search of Hi- 
fiory, to thew how entirely thef2 two In- 
terefts have always been United; all Men 
who have at Heart thetrue Jntereft of their 
Country, and who Waderftand their Inte- 
refs, will agree in this; norcanany Maa, 
who preferves -any Senfe of the Safety of 
the Proteftant Religion, or the Liberties 
of Europe, defire a Breach between thefe 
two; thofe that defire this Breach, are Men 
of quite another Principle, and of quite o- 
ther -Defigns, than] hope any honeft Men 
have in View.

neither does this Uniting our Intereft 
with the Dutch ina Peace, as above, Ar 
gue at a, that we fhould carry on the War 
to grstifie the Separate Intereft of the Dutch, 
or any other Confederate, while they at 
the fame Time kept off, held back, and do, 
or did not Contribute their Share of every 
Expedition, or their due Quota of the 
Troops, as are Agreed on, or as was A- 
greed on ia the beginning of the War: As I

Men, which the Votes fay, have in the 

Courfe of the War been wanting ; had thefe 

Things been done, we had not now been 

Quarrelling about Peace or no Peacey but 

the War had been over, and we had been 

now reaping the Fruits of a long War in a 
happy Peace. 

So that ia fhort, .we have the War sow 
upon our Hands, purely to Retrieve the 
Omiffions of others, not our own, ard this 
does really make the Cafe the harder ; 
however, I hope ali they who expe@ we 
will defert our Allies, and ftoop to the In- 
folent Demands of the French, to make a 
Seperate aud Difbonourable Peace, fhall yet 
be miftaken, and that the War fball rz- 
ther be carried on, let the Event be what it 
will. 

I cannot but obferve, and I obferve it 
with fome wonder, that fome People are 
ford of Aggravating the Deficiency of tke 
Dutch, and how we have been Abandon’d

by the Dutch, without ever mentioning the 
other Allies; as if the Dutch si the only 
Perfons Deficient, who indeed are 
feaft fo in Proportion; it is not- the fir 
Complaint we have had of the kind; but 
why all upon the Dutch? Why not the Em- 
peror, the Empire, the Portugueze, and ¢- 
thers? But the Run upon the Dutch is 
witha Curled Facobite Defign, to fow Strife 
between the two Nations, and make the 
Dutch Jealous of us, and fill us with Re- 
Tentment at the Dutch, thata Third Pow- 
er may break in upon both; let the Durch 
Deficiencies therefore be what they will, 
the Dutch can repair that Damage; and 
the Complaint, fa fer.as bone Men make 
it, isin orderto have it Repair’ds chey 
that go farther, are Enemies ta the Good 
of Britain and of che Confederates. 

If the War meft go on, no queflion we 
fhall infift, and ought to do ir, chat our 
Allies, the Dusch, Mhould bring in their full 
Proportions, but ftill let us goon—— I 

ve been unjuftly craduc'd by a Mob of 
‘Writers and cthers, as favouring an {ll 
Peace, but I thank God icis onjuftlys a 
Peace f own I am for, but a good Peace oz 
no Peace, is the utmoft I am for, or ever 
was$ a TreatyI am for, decaufe I am for 
a Peace, and we can have no Peace withe 
out a Treaty; but I always faid, Treat 
Sword in Hand, Fight om and Treat on, and 
the better we Fighr, the better we fhall 
Treat. 

Let him be abhorr’d-ef Mankind, that 
would ftoop to France for Peace, while we 
know France is Reduc’d to feeka Treaty 5 
and the haughty manner of the French Pro- 
pofals at Usrechs, 1 take to be the Weakeft, 
moft Impolitick, and Ruinous Step to his 
own Intereft, that ever he took fince his 
breaking the Treaty of Partition, a Step, 
which none but a Facobise, Mad Party, that 
cannot fee an Inch before them, can jufti- 
fies; but Ido not at all fuppofe the Confe- 
derates will let him fee they are not to be 
fo Treated, and that if he expe@s Peace, 
he muft Treat in asother mamer; sor do
